Young Connor, of Philadelphia, has been en¬ 
gaged for the aeaaon, and will no doubt give the utmost satisfaction. 

To-night we understand the doors are to be closed for a full dress rehearsal of 
the new opera to be produced on Monday, of which an amateur, who has attended 
the rehearsals at our request, makes the following report: 

National Theatre. —‘‘ Amilic, or The Love Test,” is the name of Rookb’s new 
Opera, now in rehearsal, and to be, in a day or two, produced at this house. Its 
composer, now the idol of the London musical world, was quite unknown until 
the birth of bis interesting daughter Amilie, who has proved a most valuable addi¬ 
tion to his family, for he has actually received the sum of £1.500 for her “ per¬ 
formances” from Mr. Macready and the British publishers. Fame is, from the 
nature of things, all that can accrue to him, from even the most brilliant success, 
on this side the Atlantic ; and it rests upon the public appreciation of music, at 
once scientific and original, to give or withhold this boon; a boon, by the way, 
which is awarded to him already in Europe, as we perceive by the fact, that his 
Opera is now being adapted to the German stage. The point has hardly yet been 
fairly tested, whether an American, equally with a European audience, admire mu¬ 
sic of a scientific and complicated cast, simply for itself. Upon this point depends 
• a considerable part of the success of Amilie. For our own part, we think it will 
be highly successful, and we base this opinion upon the overwhelming popularity 
of La Sonnamlula, an opera somewhat similar in style, and so filled with con¬ 
certed music, that the choruses are hardly for an instant off the stage through the 
entire course. 

The scene of Amilie is laid in the country of the Tyrol, and ite music embo¬ 
dies, in a striking manner, the bewitching and mountain wildness of the native 
melodics of that singular people, combined with fine choral and orchestral effect*. 

Miss Shirreff and Mr. Wilson make their debut in their original parts. This 
is rather a novelty, to have an opera brought out in London and this city, and have 
the same vocalists original in both places in the principal parts. Mr. Srouin per¬ 
forms the principal bass part, and Mrs. W. Penson makes her first appearance 
(in this country) as the second “donna.” Fame speaks highly of them all, and 
prepares us to expect much; but ice, of course, shall not praise their merit until 
we have demonstration, both ocular and auricular, of its justice. 

Wallace’s line orchestra will give the opera a fair trial, and the vocalists a 
good support; and we understand that Penson studied the opera, with a view to 
its being produced here, under Hooke’s immediate supervision; and is of course 
fully acquainted with the style in which that composer himself would wish his 
composition performed. 

The Franklin. — John Sefton closed an engagement here, with which he has, 
doubtless, solid reasons to be satisfied, on Saturday last, in his favorite character 
of Jemmy Tioitchcr. He played the part with infinite humor, and to one of the 
most crowded audiences of the season. On Monday evening Mrs. Gib 3* made 
her first appearance at this house, and we have seldom witnessed a more enthu¬ 
siastic reception. We have only space to remark that she sang and acted delight¬ 
fully. Her male attire (as Orpheus) displayed a figure exquisitely formed, and we 
should be unwilling to make “solemn asseveration ” that there were fewer capti¬ 
vated by the charms of her person, than by those of her rich, clear, and admirably 
managed voice. She has been playing to excellent houses throughout the week, 
and will take her benefit on Monday night. The entertainments will be more 
than usually attractive, and, no doubt, the hosts of admirers she has secured 
during this short engagement, will muster in force on the occasion. 

Lewellbn, whose performance of Mazcppa has been so highly eulogized by 
the critics of the south and wmst, has just returned, after reaping the golden har¬ 
vest his exertions so richly merited, and is about starting or a second tour through 
the same cities. In addition to Mazcppa, he produces a new national drama from 
the pen of N. Bannister, Esq. entitled Conaneheotah, or the Indian s War Horse, 
of which report speaks very favorably, as being admirably adapted to Mr. L. s 
talents, and the extraordinary performance of his Arabian steed Timour. “ St. 
George and the Dragon.” one of the most successful of all equestrian dramas, is 
among Lewellen’s list of novelties. These pieces, and the necessary attendants, 
equipments, &c. have cost him a large sum, but he is an enterprising and spirited 
fellow, and can hardly fail to “ command success,” as none have dono more to 

deserve it. 

Russell’s Concert at the City Hotel last Monday evening was crowded to ex¬ 
cess, and numbers went away unable to procure seats. The concert gave so 
much satisfaction that Mr. R. is to repeat it on Monday next.

They dait forward ; by degrees their countenances 
get animated, the pupil of the eye rolls about, their arms are thrown aloft, their 
bodies bend with vigorous suppleness, their hands meet; not a vein, a muscle, a 
nerve which is not in action ; you would say that their bodies sre liquid, sad that 
the wind uplifts them, so light and general is the movement; they advance, retire, 
pass here and there, and intermingle their steps ; the character of the dance is va¬ 
ried—grotesque, amatory, mocking, and always coquettish ; at ono time they 
looked like Chinese figures in porcelain, at another like Fanny Esler dancing the 
Cachuca; their cymbals go more quickly—the player is in ecatatics; suddenly M. 
Tardivel gave a sign to stop, and a low salam concludes the dance. Amany after¬ 
ward alone gave a love dance, in which sho represented all the movements of a 
courtship with wonderful effect. The little thing also danced a comic action, 
which was amusing enough.

Although it is not our custom, in this journal, to enter into personal matters ef 
any nature, yet, as gallantry and advocacy of truth are part and parcel of real 
courtliness, we believe ourselves to be doing only our duty in giving publicity to 
Mrs. Norton’s statement and justification of herself. In the first place, the re¬ 
viewer says that Mrs. Norton is the authoress of a “Statementof the Wrongs of 
Women.” Mrs. Norton denies that she is, staling that she never read it, and that 
she was not aware of its existence till she saw it named by the reviewer. 

To another charge made by the reviewer Mrs. Norton replies :—“ In asserting 
that I have, as a ‘renowned agitatrice,' circulated a work on ‘ sexual equality,’you 
have printed and published another falsehood. Nothing I have ever written, no¬ 
thing I have ever said, will bear out the assertion that such are my sentiments ; 
on the contrary, in my novel of * the Wife,’ you will find precisely the contrary 
argument, with your favorite Milton quoted in favor of it. I believe the beauty 
and devotion of a woman's character mainly to depend on the consciousness of 
her inferiority to man, snd that the greatest suffering a right-minded and pure- 
hearted woman can feel, ia to be unable to respect and look up to her husband.” 

To a third charge made by the reviewer Mrs. Norton says :—“ In asserting or 
insinuating that the delay in the progress of the bill (the infants' custody bill) 
arose from 1 the Nortou negotiations taking a more favorable turn,’ you have print¬ 
ed and published another absurd falsehood ; the delay was, as I believe, to improve 
the details of the bill; and for my own part, did it please God to restore my 
children to-morrow, I should still feel the deepest anxiety for the success of that 
measure. My interest in it did not begin wi»h my own misfortunes, and wi!l not 
end with them. I should still think it s gross injustice that s mother may be pre¬ 
vented from nursing, or even from gaining intelligence of, her sick dying child by 
the caprice of an angry husband ; I should still think it a gross injustice that a 
man may forsake his legitimate wife for a mistress, and the English law has no 
remedy for such a wrong.” 

Mrs. Norton further adds, addressing the reviewers:—“You have said that I 
* courti d publicity.’ It is attacks of the nature you have made on me which force 
that publicity, ft would, no doubt, suit the author of that article, snd other known 
and unknown foes, that I should always preserve silence, let what will be said of 
Do not eourt publicity !’ that is, ‘ let the publicity be all on one side ; let

us assert what we choose; let us invent what wc can; let us. pour out what 
venom and scurrility wc please on your name ; and do not you venture to deny 
the falsehood, or reply to the attack ; it is not fit the truth should be known, and 
if we can bully you into silence, we will.’ I did not * court ’ the gross and public 
slander by which four or five unworthy plotters hoped to obtain a temporary poli¬ 
tical triumph. I did not 4 court ’ the advertisement which day by day went forth 
in the public papers; nor the abuse and ribaldry which, by means of law reports 
and comments upon law reports, has clung to my name wherever English news¬ 
papers are sent. I did not * court ’ the vehement and tedious article in your re¬ 
view, the abuse of its writer, or the assertions which it contains; but since these 
things have fallen upon me, I will at least so far court publicity on the other hand, 
as to deny assertions which, were they true, would disgrace me.’ 

W’e will trust ourselves to make no comment upon these forcible and pertinent 
refutations. They ensure the respect which they deserve.

FOUR HILE HEAT IN 7-40! 

Washington City, Oct. 6th, 1838. 

Dear Sir ,—You are again called upon to register a splendid achievement oa 
the turf. On Thursday last, the following horses started in a race four mile beau, 
for a purse of $800—viz.: 

Gea Gibson's b. e. Wonder, by Trehicus, dam by Rob Rov, 3 yrs. 

Dr. Duvall’s b. h. Prince George, by Industry, out of Thistle by Oscar, 6 yra: 

E. J. Wilson’s cii. h. Mediator, by Sir Charles, dam by Napoleon, 5 yra. 

F. Thompson’s gr. f. Omega, by Timoleoo, dam'by Ogle’s Oscar, 4 yra. 

J. B. Kendall’s br.m. Medora, by John Richards, dam by Lup. Valentine, 5 yra. 

This field, though highly respectable, did not promise much for speed, but 
they were considered as ranging upon a plane of general equality, and nobody 
pretended to offer bets upon either against the field, though a few whispers 
were heard expressive of Prince George’s supposed superiority. The uni* 
versal doubt which prevailed as to the success of any named horse, made the 
contest doubly interesting. The track and weather could not have been better, 
and every nag appeared to be in fine condition. The company was unusually 
large, and suitably excited by the sport—the horses are now off upon the 

1 st heat.— Mediator has bounded off from the start, and is going like a Rein¬ 
deer, fully six lengths ahead of the field, which is all in a ruck—every second 
Mediator increases the gap between himself and the rest—so they all swing round 
upon the beginning of the fourth mile, when the horse was an hundred yards 
ahead, increasing his speed, and looking very much like distancing the field. 
Omega’s rider now caught her by the head, to go for the glory of old Charles 
County of Maryland, and away she went, sure enough. Every jump carried her 
nearer to the horse, and farther and farther from ad the rest. When about two 
thirds of a mile from home, she was running like a fawn, midway between Me¬ 
diator and the other three. As she continued to gain gradually upon her leader, 
the excitement of the multitude reached to such a height that it was impossible 
for a human being to hear the sound of his own voice—when she got within a 
length of him, they seemed to go on with increased speed, but without the slight¬ 
est change, until fairly upon the stretch home, when they became lapped, and 
flew out in a deadly, and gloriously doub tful struggle, Omega about four feet 
ahead !—Time, 7:40!!! 

You will ask me where in the Devil’s name did they leave the rest! Now, my 
dear Sir, that question should have been rightly answered by the distance judge, 
but it was not in his power to do it, and the spectators were divided upon that 
point. Wonder, Prince George, and Medora, were all together as they passed 
me, and I sat within fifty yards of the distance stand, Wonder having the trsck, 
and a little ahead of the other two. But it appears that the said distance jndga 
was so excited by the contest between Omega and Mediator, that when the instant 
arrived for him to do his duty, he was standing on one leg, waving his flag, with 
both eyes shut, and his mouth wide open! Now it was impossible for him, ia 
such an agony of satisfaction, to tell bow the horses should be placed, but 1» 
made an attempt to do so, and actually declared Wonder the only distanced bone, 
when he was, to my eyes, ahead of two othera when they passed his stand ? But 
that worthy judge is excusable, as he was overpowered by a momentary excite¬ 
ment, and it is not very likely that he will again place himself in a situation, for 
the responsibilities of which be is entirely unqualified. It is due to him further 
to state, that there are those who told him that Wonder was the only distanced 
horse, while hundreds thought the whole trio were distanced, and as many hun¬ 
dreds who said Wonder was the only one of them who saved himself. In this 
confusion of opinions, you must judge for yourself. I give you the time ae 7:40; 
because that waa what the judges declared. Cel. Seldbn, however, of the Cen¬ 
tral Course, had well prepared himself in a most favorable situation to take the 
time, and he is positive that it waa made in 7:38!! 

Immediately after the heat, a gentleman (Mr. Hatcher, of Norfolk), offered 
pi vb thousand dollars for Omega —her owner accepted it, reserving to him¬ 
self the purse ($800), if she won it. That gentleman is, I am told, a partner ef 
Mr. Wilson, the proprietor of our course, who together own Mediator. This, 
fact becoming known, the interest in the next heat was greatly diminished, aa it 
was not likely, that as both nags belonged to one concern, they were to bo pal 
into a driving contest. Consequently Omega took the track, and ran the second 
heat out a few yards ahead of Mediator in 8:01. The filly came out ol this race 
as fresh as a pigeon just iu from a snow-storm. When it is remembered that om 
track is about 10 feet over a mile, this thing of 7:38 will give matter for much 
conversation in sporting circles. 

The two races of 2 mile heats came off on Wednesday and Friday. The Irak 
of these was put in a bad fix by Col. Heth’s entry, Boise Peyton, which excited 
a good deal of surprise sod dissatisfaction, and hundreds remained at home, as it 
waa likely to interrupt the sport. Balia being a celebrated four tniler, it wasbardly 
the thing to put him in a contest intended for second rate horses, and untried colta 
and fillies, and it resulted in defeating much anticipated amusement, as Balie Pey¬ 
ton won both heats easily, in 3:48—3:54.—[Our special correspondent gives the 
lime as 3:49—3:48$.}—I do not understand why Cel. Heth entered his horse, aa 
he cares not s whit fer money, and is very much attached to the torf, for its owe 
dear sake. The Col. has been an immense favorite here,, but there would have 
been a great spell of shouting on that day had Balie Peyton been defeated. [We , 
entirely disagree with our correspondent as regards the propriety of Col. Hrra’a 
entering Balie Peyton; the Colonel probably wished to give bis horse a sweat, and* 
10 try his foot, previous to starting him in s 4 mils race vs. Steel or Hulas, a# 
Baltimore, or Tree Hill. Steel ran 2 mile heats st Broad Rock a fortnight age*, 
for similar reasons.] 

On Friday the prospects, which had up to the moment of starting been vary 

? ood, were suddenly blighted by an accident at the stand. At the word “go, 
Jol. Stonestrbet’s filly Rowena stumbled and threw bar rider. The whole in¬ 
terest in this race was in the contest between Rowena and Gen. Gi&son’s filly, 
between whom betters were shy. Rowena, however, recovered her feet, and, 
without her rider, put out after the others, and passed them all before she had 
gone half a mile. Her way of going alsog was aftsr the manner of the most ap- 

f iroved training, taking the track with a becoming circle, and keeping it in a rego- 
ar business-like stroke, leaving her nearest neighbors about fifty yards behind. 
She beat the heat in her own time of 3:42, and then ran out the 3d mile alone in 
her best style, as if to make up in distance the deficiency of weight. She was. 
then caught, when the people began to leave the field, under feelings of no Ihtle 
disappointment. We had, however, one great gratification, and that was to see 
Gen. Gibson win the race. The General goes it strong in the good will of the 
people in these parts; the only weight he carries is that of a determined bachelor¬ 
ship, but when he throws that off, be will be entirely up to the mark. If his filly 
had beaten Balie Peyton, the people would have given him a public dinner 
outright. 

I wish now to tell Mr. Wilson, our proprietor, how he may make 93000 clou 
money. He should advertise a second meeting to take place the fuel Friday or 
Saturday after the meeting of Congress in December. Let him have a $ mile, a 
3 mile, and a 4 mile race, aH upon the same day, and the purses to be $300,9500, 
and $800. There should be an immediate advertising of the meeting in all the 
adjacent race-horse regions in Virginia, Maryland, New Jersey, and your great 
State, and every effort made to attract the attention of this neighborhood for $0 
miles around, by newspaper advertising, and the circulation of handbills. Not leas, 
than 6000 people would be assembled on the field, as it is a leisure season of tho 
year with our country people, and at that time there will bo an immense body of 
strangers and public men in this city. In addition to alt this, the stabfos 
sporting men of the country would be disengaged, and could conveniently attend. 
Don’t talk about more than one day s racing—if you do, the people won’t ooae. 
Make it an object for the folks to turn out, and they will come like so many beea. 
The refular Club should have nothing te do with this meeting, as it would be a 
mere experiment, and all should pay who went in. I see exactly how the whole 
thing could be done, and am sure that I could get up a grand day’* sport, and” 
pocket a (ew thousand dollars, if I had the reins. A Urge part of the purses could 
be raised from the persons who rent the tavern house upon the ground, and other 
contributions could be had if needed ; but the gate money would more thin dou- 
1 hie the purse*. If a match race could be flung in. all the better: but the 1 thole 
must come off upon (he same day. Stir up, Mr. Wilson, if you please, and coma 
on yourself, as we shall want you to be one of tho Judges, and tell the Messrs, 
j Stevens, and all such spirits, tQ come with you.

POLICE. 

A Canine Witness .—At the Mansion House, on Saturday, a strong instance of 
cimne attachment was exhibited in the justice room, in a case in which a dog of 
the King Charles’s breed, was a subject of dispute. 

A person named Alloway, stated that he had lost the dog, which went by the 
name of Fan, some months ago, from his shop, and that a few days since, seeing 
the dog pass with the defendant, who was a dog fancier, he thought the best thing 
he could do was to seize the animal, which knew him perfectly well, and insist 
npon detaining it as his property. The seizure was at once resisted by the de¬ 
fendant, and the matter was ultimately referred to the Lord Mayor. 

His Lordship was obliged to examine several witnesses, whe were brought for¬ 
ward by both parties to prove that Fan was the property of both, and those wit¬ 
nesses swore so resolutely that his Lordship began to suppose that the dog must 
belike Sir Boyle Roche's bird, possess the capability of being in two places atone 
and the same lime. It appeared that Fan had, since the complainant said he had 
lost her, grown from puppyiiood into bitchhood, and it was attempted upon the 
part of the defendant to show that the marks of canine infancy disappeared as the 
animal advanced to the years of discretion; while, on the other side it was con¬ 
tended that the distinguishing characteristics of the pup became more strongly de¬ 
veloped bv time. 

Tfle Lord Mayor, in the course of the long investigation, during which Fan was 
seated on the table, occupied in alternately noticing with affection the two claim¬ 
ants to her person, gave an opinion, founded upon various little indescribable cir¬ 
cumstances, that the complainant was the legitimate owner. His lordship, how- 
erer expressed a wish, that he had some opportunity of testing the judgment of 
the merry little subject of dispute herself, to whose authori ty he was more dis¬ 
posed to look for assistance in forming a correct estimate of the merits of the 
question than to that of any of the bipeds by whom he was surrounded. 

The complainant having, during the examination, mentioned that he had received 
Fin from a gentleman who resided in the borough, named N'ewson, and who had 
been a most affectionate master, Mr. Hobler proposed that the person should be 
lent for. 

The Lord Mayor immediately desired that Fan’s first master should be sent for; 
iccordingly, a messenger wa9 despatched to the borough. 

Mr. Newson, upon looking at the dog, whose back was turned to him, told the 
Lord Mayor that he had no doubt at all upon the subject. He then described the 
narks upon the breast, feet, and face of Fan, which at once set at rest all doubt, 
cany existed, of the identity of the animat. At this moment the defendant was 
fondling Fan, and the little good-humored creature seemed to divide her affection 
equally between the claimants, turning from one to the other, as if to conciliate 
both. 

The Lord Mayor—Perhaps she’d know you, Mr. Newson l 
No, my Lord, I don’t think she would, as she was so young when I parted with 
her to the claimant, to whom I gave her when she had the distemper, upon condi¬ 
tion that he would give me one of her pups. Besides, her name is changed : I 
flsed to call her Primrose. 

Tne instant the little creature heard the name of Primrose, she started from the 
hinds of the defendant, and springing towards Mr. Newsom, actually Hung her 1 
pa^sroind his neck, licked his face, and howled with delight. 

“Wiut do you sav to that, Mr. Defendant!” said the Lord Mayor, “ don’t you 
think F,n knows her first master best ?” 

Defendant—Oh, mv Lord, she d go to anybody. Here, Fan, Fan. Fan ; The 
defendant continued, atn;dst the laughter of the whole office, to call her Fan, j 
‘■pretty bitch,” and to snap his fingers and chirrup at her. Primrose had, after a I 
abicnce, met her first love, and she could not part with him for any other 
suitor. 

The Lord Mayor—I thought I’d get some help from Fan herself, and I am much 
gratified at the unerring testimony which she has given. Mr. Alloway, take her 
home; she is indisputably yours, and you ought to be fond of her.
